The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the Examiner agrees 
with Applicant's arguments. The prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest the following in italics, 
in addition to the accompanying features of the claims, a system comprising an interference 
pattern generator to generate, at a first location, an interference pattern, including an interference 
fringe; a spatial filter to limit the area at the first location actually illuminated by the interference 
pattern; and a positioner to displace the actually illuminated area across the first location in a 
direction crossing the interference fringe and to maintain a substantially constant position of the 
interference pattern relative to the first location despite the displacement. Claims 2-10 and 31- 
34 are allowable by virtue of their dependency.
